At  the  last  service  of  the  Evangelistic  Con¬ 
ference  at  Clinton  Evangelist  Hyman  Appelman 
gave  an  account  of  his  early  life  and  his  con¬ 
version,  to  a  crowded  house.  He  was  born  in  Rus¬ 
sia  of  Jewish  parents,  came  to  this  country  when 
twelve  years  of  age,  became  a  successful  lawyer 
in  Chicago.  The  Lord  laid  his  hand  on  him  and 
saved  him  in  a  marvelous  way.  He  came  into  the 
kingdom  through  great  tribulation  and  is  today 
one  of  the  most  effective  evangelists  in  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States.  Will  you  pray  with  him  for  the  con¬ 
version  of  his  father  and  mother. 

Missions,  the  Missionary  magazine  of  Northern 
Baptists  says  that  if  Southern  Baptists  had  been 
represented  in  the  Federal  Council  a  stronger 
statement  might  have  been  made  against  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  an  ambassador  to  the  pope  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States.  It  is  our  under¬ 
standing  that  Dr.  Weaver,  chairman  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Public  Relations  of  the  Southern  Con¬ 
vention  was  present  and  helped  to  form  the  reso¬ 
lution.  Of  course  he  could  not  act  officially  with 
the  Federal  Council,  but  did  so  by  courtesy.  It 
would  appear  that  we  can  speak  more  clearly 
when  we  do  not  mix  with  the  Council. 

Every  church  ought  to  have  a  budget,  just  as 
every  man  or  family,  or  business  or  board  should 
have  a  budget.  And  this  budget  should  have  first 
consideration  in  all  matters  financial.  We  should 
see  that  the  provisions  of  the  budget  are  met 
regularly  and  conscientiously.  But  this  does  not 
mean  that  we  are  limited  in  our  giving  to  the 
items  in  a  budget.  For  a  church  to  say  we  have 
made  out  our  budget,  and  we  have  promised  our 
people  that  they  will  not  be  asked  to  give  out¬ 
side  of  this,  or  over  and  above  this,  is  to  turn 
a  church  into  a  synogogue.  It  is  to  substitute  law 
for  grace.  It  is  to  take  out  of  our  giving  the  es¬ 
sential  Christian  element  of  freedom  to  respond 
to  any  need.  It  repudiates  Jesus’  teaching  about 
the  second  mile.  It  is  to  take  away  from  giving 
a  large  part  of  its  joy  and  exhilaration.  It  is  a 
good  thing  to  give  one-tenth  of  your  income  to 
the  budget,  and  then  make  love  offerings  to  God 
for  any  causes  over  and  above  the  tenth.  Tithes 
and  offerings  is  the  scripture  plan. 
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EDITORIALS 

THE  CONFERENCE 

On  another  page  will  be  found  an  account  of 
the  Statewide  Evangelistic  Conference  at  Clin¬ 
ton  of  last  week.  The  one  this  year  far  surpassed 
the  one  of  a  year  ago  in  attendance  and  in  va¬ 
riety  on  the  program.  You  will  see  from  the  re¬ 
port  by  brother  Walton  Lee  the  names  of  the 
speakers  and  something  of  the  messages  they 
brought  We  do  not  repeat  that  here,  but  under¬ 
take  to  pass  on  to  our  people  something  of  the 
impression  left  on  those  who  attended. 

It  can  hardly  fail  to  do  good  because  of  the 
representative  attendance.  Almost  every  part  of 
the  state  sent  pastors  and  others.  From  Holly 
Springs,  New  Albany,  Columbus,  Starkville,  Ma¬ 
con,  Meridian,  Laurel,  Biloxi,  McCorab,  Gloster, 
Natchez,  Vicksburg,  Greenville,  Cleveland,  Gre¬ 
nada,  Coldwater,  and  all  in  between.  But  there 
were  many  country  preachers.  Fact  is  you  couldn’t 
tell  ‘‘which  from  tother.” 

We  thought  we  reached  high  water  mcrk  last 
year  and  we  did,  but  we  reached  a  new  record 
this  year.  The  big  auditorium  at  Clinton  was 
packed  every  night  and  comfortably  filled  every 
day.  If  any  more  come  next  time  some  other  ar¬ 
rangement  will  have  to  be  made  for  taking  care 
of  them. 

We  had  speakers  representing  two  of  the 
seminaries,  several  representing  the  Sunday 
School  Board,  and  our  State  Board;  also  evange¬ 
lists  and  pastors.  Of  course  the  emphasis  was 
on  evangelism.  As  viewed  from  this  latter  point, 
the  addresses  could  not  all  be  of  equal  excellence, 
but  all  had  value,  for  evangelism  is  tied  up  with 
Bible  study  and  Christian  living  and  missions. 

It  was  when  the  emphasis  was  on  soul-winning 
that  our  hearts  were  most  moved.  It  was  a  heart 
searching  experience.  It  was  like  Paul  said  about 
his  first  letter  to  the  Corinthians:  “Yea  what 
clearing  of  yourselves,  yea  what  fear,  yea  what 
longing,  yea  what  zeal,  yea  what  avenging!”  It 
ought  to  be,  pray  God  it  will  be,  the  beginning 
of  a  great  evangelistic  crusade  in  all  our 
churches. 

Now  this  word  of  caution.  Let  us  never  imagine 
that  the  revival  of  our  souls,  a  spiritual  awaken¬ 
ing,  an  evangelistic  passion  can  be  dished  out  to 
us  in  a  great  meeting,  or  that  we  can  carry  it  in 
vessels  and  ladle  out  to  people  in  our  churches. 
It  is  rather  like  fire  which  can  be  started  in 
our  bosoms  and  may  be  communicated  to  others 
when  it  has  possessed  and  dominated  our  own 
souls. 

We  cannot  go  back  home  and  say  to  the  demons 
in  our  community,  “I  adjure  you  by  JesuR  whom 
somebody  else  preaches.”  Second  hand  religion 
is  a  delusion.  It  won’t  work.  It  is  as  empty  as 
an  exploded  shell.  We  can’t  get  religion  from 
anybody  else,  -and  we  can't  give  it  to  anybody 
else.  “In  HIM  is  life,  and  life  is  the  light  of 
men.”  Others  may  be  Christ's  instruments  in 
helping  us  and  we  may  be  His  instruments  in 
helping  others.  But  only  Christ  in  us  is  our  hope 
of  glory,  or  hope  of  helping  others.

THE  WIND  BLOWS  WHERE  IT  PLEASES 

Lots  of  good  sermons  have  been  preached  about 
the  conversation  of  Jesus  with  Nicodemus,  but 
there  are  lots  of  them  there  yet  which  have  never 
been  gotten  out.  Some  times  the  people  who  are 
not  preachers  ought  to  get  their  own  sermons 
out  of  their  own  Bibles.  Maybe  this  will  start 
somebody. 

The  outstanding  idea  in  the  passage,  John  third 
chapter,  is  of  course  the  new  birth,  born  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  It  is  while  talking  about  this  that 
Jesus  said,  “The  wind  bloweth  where  it  pleases, 
and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  knowest 
not  whence  it  cometh  and  whether  it  goeth.  So 
is  everyone  that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit”  There  is 
no  question  that  Jesus  is  talking  about  the  way 
the  Spirit  works.  We  must  bear  in  mind  that  the 
word  for  wind  and  the  word  for  Spirit  are  the 
same  word.  You  may  say  the  "Spirit  breathes 
where  he  will.”

The  meaning  is  not  hard  to  find.  The  Spirit 
works  not  only  in  a  manner  which  you  are  not 
able  to  understand.  But  the  Spirit  works  where 
it  pleases  Him.  You  cannot  control  the  wind,  al¬ 
though  you  may  take  advantage  of  its  blowing. 
In  this  way  men  sailed  the  seven  seas  for  ages. 
Of  course  this  is  true  of  every  operation  of  na¬ 
ture;  all  the  laws  of  heat,  light,  gravitation, 
electricity  or  what  not  But  you  can  take  advant¬ 
age  of  their  working.  They  are  our  servants  only 
when  they  are  our  masters,  when  we  obey  them. 

Don’t  think  you  can  tell  the  Holy  Spirit  what 
to  do.  He  is  not  our  servant.  We  are  his.  He  will 
hear  our  petition  for  help,  but  only  when  He  is 
recognized  as  God,  the  Lord.  Let  us  look  for 
the  manifestation  of  His  will  and  follow  that  Let 
ua  hear  His  voice  and  obey  it  ‘‘He  that  hath  an 
ear,  let  him  hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the 
churches.” 

There  is  no  place  in  the  Bible  where  the 
sovreign  independence  of  God  is  more  beautifully 
and  gloriously  setforth  than  in  the  forty-fifth 
chapter  of  Isaiah.  You  may  read  it,  it  is  too 
long  to  quote  here.  It  is  in  the  midst  of  this 
claim  of  God  to  absolute  sovreignty  that  He 
says,  “Concerning  the  work  of  my  hands  com¬ 
mand  ye  me.”  God  will  do  anything  for  us  if  we 
obey  Him;  he  cannot  afford  to  do  anything  for 
us  if  we  refuse  to  obey  Him,  to  recognize  Him  as 
Lord. 

It  will  be  of  great  profit  to  us  in  our  Chris¬ 
tian  lives  and  work  if  we  will  really  recognize 
this  sovreignty  of  the  Holy  Spirit  In  this  con¬ 
nection  it  will  profit  us  to  read  Second  Corin¬ 
thians  3:17-18,  “The  Lord  is  the  Spirit  And 
where  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  there  is  liberty.” 
(Notice  the  correlative  ideas  of  “Lord”  and  “Lib¬ 
erty”.)  “But  we  all  with  unveiled  face,  behold¬ 
ing  as  in  a  mirror  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  are 
transformed  into  the  same  image  from  glory  to 
glory,  even  as  from  the  Lord  the  Spirit”  (Ameri¬ 
can  version). 

“The  Lord  the  Spirit,”  the  Lord  the  Spirit, 
he  is  the  one  who  transforms  us.  We  say  the 
Lord  God,  and  the  Lord  Jesus.  So  Paul  says  here 
"The  Lord  the  Spirit” 

And  we  are  told  that  the  Spirit  is  given  to 
them  that  obey  Him.  He  will  not  stay  with  those 
who  do  not  obey  Him.  “Let  Him  have  His  way 
with  you.”

EDUCATION  AT  ITS  BEST 
— o — 

The  department  in  colleges  known  as  “Educa¬ 
tion”  was  a  while  back  called  “Pedagogy,”  and 
probably  still  is  in  some  schools.  It  has  been  im¬ 
pressed  on  us  by  many  speakers  that  education 
is  a  Latin  word,  but  which  Latin  word  seems  to 
be  a  matter  of  difference  of  opinion.  Pedagogy’ 
is  a  Greek  word,  and  there  is  no  doubt  as  to  its 
origin,  etymology  or  its  primary  meaning.  It  is 
made  up  of  two  words,  one  meaning  a  child  or 
youth.  The  other  (second)  word  meaning  to  lead 
or  conduct.  The  combination  of  these  two  words 
into  one  making  “pedagogy”  is  the  one  we  are 
talking  about  In  the  New  Testament  the  word 
“pedagog”  is  used  to  describe  the  function  of  the 
Old  Testament,  or  the  law.  It  is  called  our  “school¬ 
master”  or  “pedagog”  to  lead  us  to  Christ,  Gal. 
3:24.  The  American  Revision  uses  the  word 
"tutor.”  The  word  seems  to  indicate  one  who  is 
put  in  charge  of  a  child  in  the  early  stages  of 
its  development,  to  be  responsible  for  its  train¬ 
ing,  getting  it  started  in  the  right  way  until 
it  is  finally  turned  over  to  the  persons  or  in¬ 
stitution  was  assume  complete  responsibility 
from  now  on.  That  indeed  is  the  function  of  the 
Old  Testament 

Of  course  the  training  is  not  finished  when 
this  elementary  process  has  fulfilled  its  office. 
The  work  of  education  goes  on.  It  began  under 
the  discipline  of  the  Old  Testament  scriptures 
and  is  completed  under  the  instruction  and 
guidance  and  discipline  of  Jesus.  The  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  scriptures  are  a  light  shining  in  a  dark 
place,  until  the  day  dawn  and  the  day  star  arise 
in  your  hearts. 

When  Jesus  is  called  “Master,”  or  “Rabbi,” 
he  is  thought  of  as  “school  master,"  teacher, 
religious  guide  and  instructor.  This  office  of 
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master  or  teacher  (John  13:18)  he  fill*  ^ 
fulfills  not  merely  by  oral  instruction  but  b 
personal  example.  So  that  in  this  thirteenth 
chapter  of  John,  Jesus  tells  them  to  do  as  h 
has  done.  The  example  of  a  teacher  is  as  jffl 
portant,  and  more  so  than  his  teaching.  It  i8  n 
so  much  what  he  says  as  what  he  is,  that 
presses  and  influences  his  pupils.  Hence  th 
importance  of  what  sort  of  men  and  women  ari 
employed  as  teachers,  and  not  simply  what 
sort  of  books  are  used.  The  pupil  will  prohabl 
forget  most  of  what  is  in  the  books.  But  he  wij 
never  get  away  from  what  he  sees  in  the  teach- 
er,  whether  this  teacher  be  the  parent  in  the 
home,  the  man  or  woman  in  the  public  school  and 
college,  or  the  Sunday  school  teacher,  or  the 
man  in  the  pulpit  He  will  think  that  “it  i, 
enough  for  the  disciple  to  become  as  his  teacher' 

The  only  one  who  fulfills  the  office  of  rs~ 
ligious  teacher  is  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Moses 
was  quite  aware  that  his  teaching  could  only 
carry  the  people  part  of  the  way.  He  said,  “A 
prophet  like  unto  me  shall  Jehovah  raise  up  . 
him  shall  ye  obey  in  all  things.”  Jesus  said  be 
came  to  complete  the  law,  to  carry  on  to  con¬ 
summation  what  Moses  had  begun.  He  himself 
told  the  disciples  to  call  no  man  teacher,  for  one 
is  your  teacher  even  Christ.  They  shall  all  be 
taught  of  God.  Other  people,  other  teachers  and 
preachers  may  be  helpedful  to  us,  but  only  One 
is  authoritative  and  final. 

This  is  true  because  he  is  the  only  one  who 
knows  all.  He  is  infinite  in  knowledge,  wisdom 
and  understanding.  And  he  is  in  his  own  person 
the  embodiment  of  all  that  his  pupils,  his  dis¬ 
ciples  ought  to  be.  "Rabbi  thou  art  the.  Son  of 
God;  thou  art  the  King  of  Israel.”

Pastoral  Problems 


By  Norman  W.  Cox 


“Organizational  Strangulation” 

If  a  lot  of  our  members  could  see  our  real  color 
they  would  discover  that  many  of  us  pastors  are 
blue  in  the  face  and  our  eyes  are  protruding  be¬ 
cause  we  are  suffering  from  organizational 
strangulation. 

Recently  I  had  occasion  to  study  the  situation 
in  our  church.  I  discovered  that  to  maintain  the 
organizational  personnel  of  our  church  we  would 
have  542  officers,  teachers,  leaders,  and  commit¬ 
teemen  of  one  kind  or  another.  Each  of  these 
has  duties  to  perform.  The  pastor  is  supposed 
to  have  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the  choice,  enlist¬ 
ment  and  training  of  these  people  for  service.  It 
is  an  impossible  task. 

I  believe  in  organization  but  we  have  certainly 
overdone  it.  Few  of  us  get  a  chance  to  serve  the 
Lord  because  we  are  so  busy  serving  organization¬ 
al  tables.  Real  spiritual  interest  in  our  churches 
is  being  strangled  to  death  by  the  stricture 
which  organizational  mechanics  enforce  upon  it 
Organization  uses  up  spiritual  energy.  It  never 
has  created  any.  One  thing  Mississippi  Baptist* 
and  Southern  Baptists  need  to  do  is  to  reduce  the 
number  of  organizations  in  each  church  by  at 
least  fifty  percent. 

Instead  of  being  busy  in  the  service  of  Christ 
we  use  up  a  lot  of  time  trying  to  pump  some  blood 
into  a  lot  of  organization  that  is  so  remote  from 
the  heart  that  it  goes  to  sleep  in  spite  of  all  our 
frantic  effort 

I  want  one  time  before  I  die  to  be  the  pastor 
of  a  church  where  the  focal  emphasis  will  be  the 
accomplishment  of  His  will  and  not  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  a  superfluous  amount  of  machinery.

CLINTON,  FEB.  26-29

On  Monday  afternoon,  February  26,  nearly 
wo  hundred  of  the  preachers  of  the  state  gath¬ 
ered  in  the  Baptist  church  in  Clinton  for  a  four 
(jjys  evangelistic  conference.  This  number  in¬ 
creased  with  each  passing  session.  The  Baptists 
of  the  state  along  with  those  of  the  entire  South 
are  giving  renewed  and  increasing  emphasis  to 
Evangelism  again  this  year  and  the  State  Con¬ 
vention  in  annual  session  last  fall  included  this 
conference  in  the  program  for  this  year  as  a 
preparation  for  more  effective  soul  winning  in  the 
state  during  the  months  of  the  year  ahead.  This 
is  the  second  conference  of  this  nature  held  in 
the  state,  the  first  having  been  held  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  last  year,  the  fruit  of  which  was  evi¬ 
denced  in  a  largely  increased  number  brought  to 
Christ  in  the  state  during  the  year.  It  is  de¬ 
voutly  hoped  that  from  this  conference  will  eman¬ 
ate  an  influence  that  will  fruit  even  more  largely 
in  the  salvation  of  lost  souls  during  the  months 
of  this  year. 

The  preparation  for  the  conference  was  largely 
made  by  brother  D.  A.  McCall,  secretary  of  the 
State  Mission  Board,  and  brother  J.  W.  Middle- 
ton,  pastor  of  the  Clinton  church.  These  brethren 
were  assisted  by  a  committee  of  interested  and 
faithful  brethren.  No  effort  or  means  was  spared 
in  providing  for  the  physical  comforts  of  the 
messengers  and  in  a  program  that  brought  as 
speakers  in  the  conference  a  number  of  the  out¬ 
standing  evangelists  both  in  and  out  of  the  state. 

The  goal  adopted  for  the  year  is  “A  Revival 
in  Every  Church  and  Community  in  Mississippi. 
Every  Mississippi  Baptist  a  Soul-Winner.”  The 
conference  will  serve  as  a  fine  preparation  for 
the  attainment  of  this  goal. 

In  the  opening  session  brother  Henry  Love  led 
in  the  singing  of  a  number  of  familiar  songs,  he 
having  been  assigned  this  task  for  the  afternoon 
sessions  of  the  conference  and  brother  M.  E. 
Perry  to  lead  the  song  services  of  the  evening 
sessions.  ( 

Brother  McCall  outlined  the  program  in  a 
splendid  message  on  “What  We  Are  Here  For,” 
which  was  followed  by  some  personal  testi¬ 
monies  on  “What  I  Have  Come  For.” 

Dr.  B.  A.  Copass  of  the  Southwestern  Semin¬ 
ary  brought  the  first  of  a  series  of  addresses. 
Brother  L.  G.  Gates  was  pressed  into  service  to 
substitue  for  Dr.  G.  S.  Dobbins  of  the  Southern 
Seminary  who  had  not  gotten  in.  Brother  Gates 
brought  a  fine  message  on  Stewardship  and 
Evangelism. 

Monday  Night  Session 

Following  the  singing  of  a  number  of  the  old 
songs  led  by  brother  M.  E.  Perry  and  joined  in 
by  a  gathering  that  filled  the  spacious  auditorium 
of  the  church  and  a  special  musical  number  by 
1  Quartette  from  Hillman  College  Evangelist  Hy¬ 
man  Appelman  brought  the  first  of  seven  mes¬ 
sages  he  is  to  bring  the  conference.  “The  Chal- 
lege  of  the  Open  Door,,  was  brother  Appelman’s 
subject  based  on  I  Cor.  16:9. 

We  have  in  this  open  door,  emphasized  brother 
Appelman,  (1)  A  correction  for  all  insanitary 
and  immoral  conditions;  (2)  For  Evangelism;  (3) 
of  Missions;  (4)  of  Purity  as  against  Intemper¬ 
ance;  (5)  of  Purpose  as  against  Indifference;  and 
(o)  of  Power  as  against  Inadequacy.  In  conclusion 
the  adversaries  met  within  entering  the  door  was

Tuesday  Morning  Session 
he  second  day  of  the  conference  dawned  with

n  attendance.  A  fine  fellowship  period  was  cn- 
i*  J”  connecH°n  with  the  breakfast  generously 

rved  by  the  college  authorities  in  Jennings  Hall 


as  were  all  the  meals  of  the  conference. 

At  the  early  hour  of  8:30  the  day’s  program 
opened  with  brother  Perry  conducting  a  song 
service  and  a  number  of  brethren  leading  in  earn¬ 
est  prayer  for  Divine  guidance  in  the  work  of  the 
day.  Brother  G.  O.  Parker  is  requested  by  brother 
McCall  to  preside  over  this  session. 

Dr.  G.  S.  Dobbins  of  the  Southern  Seminary  be¬ 
gan  a  study  of  the  book  of  John  which  he  is  to 
conduct.  The  Prologue  of  the  Gospel  was  taken 
up  and  emphasis  was  given  to  the  Lord  Jesus 
as  the  Creator  of  all  things,  the  author  of  life 
and  the  light  to  deliver  from  the  darkness  of 
sin.  The  ministers  present  were  urged  to  make 
Christ  the  supreme  theme  of  all  their  preaching. 
The  “How”  of  our  preaching  is  important  but  of 
greater  importance  is  the  “What”  and  this  should 
be  the  Lord  Jesus. 

A  plan  was  outlined  by  Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb  for 
a  great  soul  winning  campaign  in  the  Sunday 
schools  of  the  state.  The  plan  suggests  the  form¬ 
ing  of  the  officers  and  teachers  in  every  Sunday 
school  into  an  organization  to  win  the  lost.  It 
met  with  a  ready  hearty  response  and  pledges 
were  made  to  carry  it  out. 

Dr.  Copass  would  have  God  seen  in  history 
relative  to  all  the  things  that  are  being  dis¬ 
cussed,  in  his  message  of  this  session.  He  be¬ 
gan  a  discussion  of  the  things  given  by  the 
Prophet  Jeremiah.  The  scriptural  account  of  the 
call  and  enduement  of  the  prophet  with  comment 
was  read  for  a  discussion  in  future  messages. 

In  another  message  by  Dr.  Appelman  the  Pow¬ 
er  of  Prayer  was  discussed.  Acts  4:31,  “And  when 
they  had  prayed”  was  the  text.  Three  reasons 
for  prayer  were  offered  and  emphasized:  (1)  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  positive  promises  to  answer  prayer 
in  the  Bible;  (2)  Because  of  the  past  perform¬ 
ances  of  prayer;  and  (3)  Because  of  the  power 
that  comes  as  a  result  of  prayer — power  in  con¬ 
ditioning  for  the  work,  power  in  giving  the  mes¬ 
sage  and  power  in  the  delivery  of  that  message. 

“Christ  the  Ideal  Soul  Winner,”  was  Dr.  Scar¬ 
borough’s  subject  in  a  message  at  this  time.  Text: 
“Come  ye  after  me  and  I  will  make  you  fishers 
of  men.”  The  reaching  of  the  masses,  not  the 
Sunday  school  and  church  folks,  is  the  great 
problem  of  Southern  Baptists  declared  Dr.  Scar¬ 
borough.  There  must  be  a  going  out  after  them, 
of  which  Christ  set  an  example,  because  they 
are  not  coming  to  us.  The  message  was  replete 
with  examples  of  many  won  to  Christ  in  the 
speaker’s  personal  ministry  touchingly  related. 
These  have  been  in  all  walks  of  life  illustrating 
that  salvation  is  for  all  men. 

Tuesday  Afternoon  Session 

Two  greatly  enjoyed  features  of  the ^jjpening 
devotional  service  of  this  session  were  a  bass 
solo  by  brother  Joe  Hudson,  a  student  in  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  and  a  number  by  the  quartette  from 
Hillman  College.  Dr.  T.  L.  Holcomb  spoke  on 
“Letting  God  Use  the  Message.”  The  uncertainty 
of  things  in  these  days  was  depicted  as  an  oc¬ 
casion  of  impressing  the  certainty  of  the  Word 
of  God.  The  business  of  the  preacher  is  to  “Preach 
the  Word.”  An  earnest  appeal  was  made  to  preach 
it  because  it  is  positive,  it  is  pure  and  it  is  with 
power.  It  is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  because  of 
these  characteristics. 

In  a  roundtable  discussion  led  by  Dr.  Dobbins 
on  how  to  reach  children  two  dangers  were  point¬ 
ed  out.  One  is  to  get  them  into  the  church  before 
they  are  saved  and  the  other  is  to  neglect  them 
and  make  no  effort  to  get  them  saved/ In  this  ef¬ 
fort  a  number  of  factors  and  means  must  be  used 
and  were  considered,  making  the  hour  a  very 
interesting,  helpful  one.  The  how  of  reaching  the 
young  people  and  adults  is  to  be  taken  up  at  a 
later  hour. 

Dr.  Copass  continued  the  study  of  Jeremiah 
through  whom  God  spoke  of  all  the  things  with 
which  we  now  have  to  do.  As  the  experience  of 
this  Prophet  was  depicted  it  was  seen  that  he 
was  not  far  different  from  the  Preacher  today 
and  their  lots  are  strikingly  similar. 

Tuesday  Night  .Session 

“The  Method  of  the  Master”  was  the  subject 
of  Dr.  Appelman’s  message  in  this  session.  In 
following  the  example  of  the  Master  in  the  quest 
for  souls  there  is  a  striking  similarity.  They  are 


alike  in  that  the  message  is  the  same;  the  mes¬ 
senger  is  the  same  and  the  method  is  the  same 
emphasized  the  speaker.  The  message  is  to  a  lost 
world;  the  message  is  to  offer  a  lifted  Saviour  and 
the  message  offers  a  lasting  salvation.  The  mes¬ 
senger  is  one  who  is  born  again  burdened  with  the 
lost  and  blessed  of  God.  The  method  is  to  tarry 
for  power  and  then  go  in  the  love  and  compas¬ 
sion  of  the  Master.  It  was  a  searching,  stirring, 
appealing  message. 

In  the  closing  message  of  Dr.  Scarborough  to 
the  conference  brought  at  this  time  the  Apostle 
Paul  as  a  soul  winner  was  discussed  particularly 
his  tears.  Dr.  Scarborough  said  he  was  not  talk¬ 
ing  about  the  briny  water  that  flowed  down  the 
apostle’s  cheek  but  that  which  caused  the  tears 
to  flow.  What  are  some  of  these  causes:  (1)  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  value  and  peril  of  the  soul;  (2)  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  cost  of  salvation;  (3)  Because  of 
the  tragedies  of  the  gospel;  (4)  Because  tears 
manifest  a  compassion  for  souls.  To  an  appeal 
for  a  reconsecration  to  soul  winning  there  was 
a  hearty  response. 

Wednesday  Morning  Session 

A  commendable  feature  of  the  conference  is 
that  the  sessions  begin  promptly  and  the  speak¬ 
ers  have  due  regard  for  the  time  allotted  to  them. 
For  these  reasons  an  “on  time  schedule”  is  main¬ 
tained. 

An  evidence  of  interest  is  the  promptness  with 
which  each  one  finds  his  place  in  the  opening  of 
the  sessions  to  have  part  in  the  devotions  con¬ 
sisting  of  songs  and  earnest  prayers  for  God’s 
leadership.  Little  loitering  in  lobbies  and  book 
room. 

Dr.  Dobbins  comes  again  at  this  time  with  a 
second  study  of  the  book  of  John.  It  is  suggested 
that  a  fine  plan  for  preachers  is  to  study  some 
book  of  the  Bible  in  revival  meetings.  As  an 
illustration  of  the  effectiveness  of  this  plan  Dr. 
Dobbins  is  going  rapidly  through  this  book.  In 
the  first  nine  chapters  gone  through  in  the  ad¬ 
dress  this  morning  the  Lord  Jesus  is  seen  dealing 
with  the  lost.  In  other  words  “Jesus  and  the  sin¬ 
ner.”  Nothing  more  essential  in  one’s  preaching 
is  that  Jesus  is  the  sinner’s  only  Saviour. 

An  interesting  diversion  in  the  program  this 
morning  is  an  Evangelistic  Chalk  Talk  by  brother 
Harry  Beckman  of  Owensboro,  Ky.,  in  the  em¬ 
ploy  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  In  the  “Talk” 
brother  Beckman  by  his  drawings  presented  the 
truths  to  the  eye  as  well  as  to  the  ear,  a  most 
effective  way  of  getting  the  truth  over  especial¬ 
ly  to  the  children. 

Dr.  Copass  brought  another  message  on  Jere¬ 
miah — an  evangelist  in  his  day  who  was  charac¬ 
terized  by  having  a  God-given  message  and  who 
was  able  to  adopt  that  message  to  the  age  in 
which  he  lived. 

After  a  ten  minute  recess  the  conference  is 
again  together  listening  to  a  practical  message 
on  soul  winning  by  brother  Frank  H.  Leavell  the 
B.  S.  U.  secretary  of  the  South.  Three  things 
were  impressed  worthy  to  be  considered  in  all 
efforts  at  winning  the  lost:  First,  every  Chris¬ 
tian  should  be  a  soul-winner;  (2)  Some  statistics 
were  given  to  show  the  need  for  going  after 
those  in  sin;  (3)  Some  requirements.  Of  these 
latter  several  were  mentioned  and  briefly  dis¬ 
cussed:  (a>  Give  oneself  to  the  task;  (b)  recog¬ 
nize  the  value  of  a  soul;  (c)  a  yearning  heart; 
(d)  much  prayer;  (e)  knowledge  of  the  scripture. 

Dr.  Appelman’s  message  of  this  session  was 
the  Baptisih  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Three  things 
were  stressed  relative  to  this  baptism.  First,  it 
is  the  promise  of  the  Father;  second,  it  caused 
the  passion  of  Christ;  and  third,  it  is  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  the  disciples.  The  shortcomings  of  the 
Christian  both  layity  and  preacher  come  of  a 
failure  of  the  Spirit’s  baptism  was  the  impassion¬ 
ed  cry  of  this  son  of  Abraham. 

Wednesday  Afternoon  Session 

Came  Dr.  Dobbins  with  another  roundtable 
discussion  on  methods  of  reaching  the  lost.  This 
time  on  the  reaching  of  those  in  the  Junior,  In¬ 
termediate  and  Young  People  age.  It  was  em¬ 
phasized  that  the  largest  percent  are  reached  in 
these  ages  and  if  not  reached  in  these  ages  the 
chances  are  they  will  not  be  reached  at  all.  A

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THE  EDUCATIONAL  PROCESS 


In  a  previous  article  we  have  spoken  of  the 
right  kind  of  an  education.  Now  we  wish  to  say  a 
word  about  the  proper  educational  process;"  And 
it  out  of  the  best  book  on  pedagogy  or 
education  in  the  world,  the  Bible  itself. 

In  Paul’s  second  letter  to  Timothy  (3:16-17) 
he  gives  us  the  process  of  education  for  making 
a  man  complete.  The  old  version  says  “perfect," 
"thoroughly  furnished  unto  every  good  work.” 
The  idea  is  that  he  is  equipped,  gotten  into 
proper  condition,  ready  for  business,  fitted  to 
perform  and  fulfill  the  proper  functions  of  ilfe. 

Of  course  the  process  of  education  must  be 
fitted  to  the  ends  of  an  education.  The  end  is 
achieved  only  if  the  process  is  right.  And  the 
process  must  be  adapted  to  the  end  to  be  achieved. 
Not  all  men  have  the  same  ideals  or  objects  in 
life,  and  so  not  all  adopt  the  same  process  of 
discipline.  We  will  have  to  have  clearly  in  our 
minds  what  we  are  seeking  to  achieve  that  we 
may  use  the  right  method. 

Here  is  where  the  difference  between  What  is 
truly  Christian  Education,  and  what  is  merely 
secular  education  becomes  manifest 

Without  discussing  this  difference  we  merely 
indicate  the  aim  of  Christian  Education.  Each 
institution  may  proclaim  its  own  ideals  and  meth¬ 
ods.  Our  purpose  here  is  to  indicate  the  concep¬ 
tion  which  Paul  expressed  in  Second  Timothy. 

1.  Briefly  nobody  but  a  Christian  can  get  a 
Christian  Education:  “that  the  man  of  God  may 
be  complete.” 

2.  It  is  an  “education  in  Righteousness,”  for 
it  is  not  merely  “instruction  in  righteousness.” 
Instruction  is  good  and  necessary  but  it  must  go 
further  than  instruction,  and  the  word  which  Paul 
uses  goes  further;  Pedagogy  means  education. 
This  is  education  in  Righteousness,  in  knowing 
and  in  doing  what  is  right  One  must  have  cor¬ 
rect  and  adequate  notions  of  right,  and  he  must 
be  trained  or  exercised  or  disciplined  in  doing 
what  is  right  An  education  in  engineering,  or 
in  law,  or  in  medicine  is  good.  But  an  education 
in  law,  or  in  medicine  is  good.  H 

in  righteousness  is  bestAnd  every  professional 
or  technical  education  is  with  a  view  to  put  it 
into  practice.  And  an  education  in  righteousness 
is  with  the  same  in  view,  namely  in  doing  right 
“He  that  doeth  righteousness  is  righteous,”  I 
John  3:7.  Some  people  study  to  be  a  preacher 
and  never  preach.  Some  study  law  and  then  do 
_  not  practice  it  And  some  study  ethics  but  do 
fet  |  not  put  it  into  practice.  But  the  education  never 
becomes  genuine  until  it  results  in  practice. 

Now  if  this  is  Christian  Education,  what  must 
go  into  the  process?  Paul  tells  us  what  is  our 
source  material  and  what  are  the  grades  through 
which  we  are  led.  Our  sources  of  supply  is  the 
Bible.  Paul  says,  “All  scripture  is  given  by  in¬ 
spiration  of  God  and  is  profitable.”  God  is  the 
source  of  all  knowledge,  however  imparted.  But 
the  things  taught  in  the  Bible  are  the  materials 
that  go  into  the  making  of  men.  There  can  be 
no  education  which  really  makes  men,  brings 
them  to  full  capacity,  full  equipment  which  leaves 
the  Bible  out.  Christian  Education  which  is  the 
education  of  the  whole  man  puts  the  Bible  in  the 
center  of  all  instruction. 

Then  Paul  tells  us  what  the  Bible  does  for  a 
man  in  this  process  of  education.  He  says  it  is 
profitable  for  I.  Instruction  (or  teaching).  It 
removes  the  pall  of  ignorance  and  darkness  that 
hangs  over  a  man.  It  teaches  him  things  which 
are  absolutely  necessary  for  him  to  know.  All 
education  begins  this  way.  Here  is  information 
about  God,  about  his  nature,  and  our  way  of  ap¬ 
proach  to  Him.  Information  about  ourselves 
which  is  necessary  to  any  intelligent  action.  In¬ 
formation  about  the  past,  the  creation  of  the 
world,  the  fall  of  man,  and  God’s  dealing  with 
him  through  the  centuries.  Information  about 
the  future,  which  is  necessary  to  guide  our  step?. 

2.  The  second  method  is  that  the  Bible  is 
profitable  for  conviction  (“reproof’).  Instruction 


adds  to  your  store  of  knowledge.  Conviction  is 
something  that  takes  hold  of  you  and  changes 
your  course  of  thinking  and  action.  It  grips  you 
and  makes  you  aware  of  needed  changes  within. 
Instruction  brings  you  into  contact  with  a  widen¬ 
ing  mental  horizon.  Conviction  or  reproof  makes 
you  aware  of  spiritual  conditions  of  which  you 
did  not  know  before.  Specifically  it  makes  you 
aware  of  spiritual  needs,  of  your  estrangement 
from  God,  of  your  own  perversity,  weakness, 
helplessness.  It  brings  you  face  to  face  with  the 
fact  of  sin  and  of  your  inability  to  escape  from 
it.  ^  ou  find  that  your  need  is  not  now  for  in 
formation  but  for  transformation;  that  you  are 
yourself  a  sinner  without  hope  and  without  God 
in  the  world. 

3.  The  Bible  is  next  profitable  for  restoration 
(  correction’  ).  It  shows  you  not  simply  what  a 
hopeless  condition  you  are  in,  but  the  way  out. 
It  opens  the  door  of  hope.  It  points  the  way  to 
recovery.  “The  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  restor¬ 
ing  the  soul,”  Ps.  19:7.  It  is  in  tTiis  way,  “the 
law  of  liberty,”  of  liberation.  “Ye  shall  know  the 
truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free.”  An 
education  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be  unless  it 
can  and  does  release  all  of  a  man’s  mental  and 
spiritual  faculties  for  their  fullest  exercise.  There 
can  be  no  moral  or  spiritual  development  with¬ 
out  freedom.  And  freedom  depends  on  restora¬ 
tion  to  the  fellowship  with  God  and  release  from 
the  thraldom  of  sin. 

4.  When  this  restoration  is  accomplished  then 
begins  the  process  of  development,  education  in 
righteousness,  the  putting  into  exercise  for  the 
highest  ends  all  the  faculties  of  the  soul.

ABOUT  EPHESUS 


A  request  came  to  the  editor  recently  that  he 
give  some  treatment  in  the  Record  to  Paul’s 
letter  to  the  Ephesians.  This  suggestion  has  come 
before.  We  have  had  a  desire  to  do  so,  but  have 
been  hindered  hitherto,  primarily  because  of  the 
serious  responsibility  which  one  assumes  in  such 
a  task,  and  because  of  the  time  and  labor  in¬ 
volved  in  the  undertaking.  We  do  so  now  with 
much  hesitation  not  knowing  how  far  we  shall 
get  with  it  on  account  of  many  duties  which  fall 
on  an  editor  and  the  limitations  on  this  editor 
especially. 

At  this  time  we  speak  only  of  the  city  and 
church  at  Ephesus  as  they  are  shown  to  us  in 
the  New  Testament.  This  is  by  no  means  a  thor¬ 
ough  and  exhaustive  study  and  makes  no  claims 
to  any  original  investigation.  Here  are  given 
some  things  which  almost  anybody  could  find 
out  for  himself,  but  which  are  needed  as  a  back¬ 
ground  for  study  of  Paul’s  Epistle. 

The  location  is  in  the  Roman  province  of  Asia, 
which  is  a  comparatively  small  part  of  what  we 
call  Asia  Minor,  which  forms  the  southwest  point 
of  Asia.  By  reason  of  its  location  it  was  a  rich 
country,  with  many  cities,  and  of  great  import¬ 
ance  as  a  field  for  evangelism,  as  it  was  for 
commerce.  Paul  wished  to  go  there,  but  as  in 
the  case  of  his  desire  to  visit  Rome  was  hindered 
for  a  while.  He  was  “forbidden  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  speak  the  word  in  Asia,”  and  so  parsed  by  and 
went  on  into  Europe,  but  came  to  Ephesus  on  a 
subsequent  journey. 

At  this  time  he  remained  in  Ephesus  for  the 
better  part  of  three  years,  which  indicates  how 
important  the  place  was,  for  it  was  not  his  habit 
to  remain  so  long  in  one  place.  At  this  time  his 
success  was  so  great  that  he  stirred  up  all  the 
craft  of  silversmiths  against  him,  and  the  oppo¬ 
sition  was  so  strong  that  he  spoke  of  “fighting 
with  wild  beasts  at  Ephesus.”  It  was  of  this  place 
also  that  he  said  there  was  “a  great  and  effec¬ 
tual  door  open  to  him,  and  there  were  many 
adversaries.” 

It  was  to  Ephesus  with  its  great  possibilities 
of  evangelism  that  Apollos  was  drawn  in  his  mis¬ 
sionary  zeal.  It  was  here  that  Timothy,  Paul’s 
most  beloved  assistant  staid  as  pastor  after  Paul 
had  moved  on  to  other  fields.  It  was  to  this  city 
that  John  the  beloved  disciple  came,  and  to  which 
he  ministered  in  his  old  age.  It  seemed  to  become 
a  focus  for  missionary  and  evangelistic  work  to 
the  cities  and  districts  lying  around  it 


It  also  seemed  to  be  a  fertile  field  for  relitf 
and  philosophic  adventurers  of  various  sorts  t!* 
had  fanciful  notions  to  propogate  or  pk,*  ' 
the  minds  of  people.  It  was  of  such  as  these  tlu! 
the  people  in  Athens  spoke  when  they  , 
Paul,  “What  would  this  babbler  say?”  That  w  ° 
babbler  seems  to  represent  a  sort  of  bird  ThT* 
picks  seeds  from  every  bush  in  every  pise, 
through  which  it  passes  and  scatters  them  even 
where.  They  spoke  of  him  as  a  seed  picker  o 
who  gathers  notions  and  fanciful  ideas  ’ /I 
plants  them  in  every  spot;  a  “spermologos11" 
Athens  in  this  respect  was  much  like  Ephesus 
They  had  a  great  deal  of  curiosity,  and  would 
listen  to  anything.  They  spent  their  time  in  teU 
mg  and  hearing  “some  new  thing.”  This  at  one 
gave  access  to  the  gospel  message  and  made  it 
difficult  for  men  to  take  it  seriously. 

There  were  many  adversaries.  One  of  them  was 
fanatical  heathenism.  This  was  seen  in  the  tern 
pie  of  Diana  which  was  one  of  the  seven  won 
ders  of  the  world.  In  the  British  Museum  today 
is  a  fragment  of  a  pillar  taken  from  the  min* 
of  this  temple,  which  is  a  marvel  of  architecture. 
It  is  probably  six  feet  in  diameter  and  is  of  beau 
tiful  canary  colored  marble.  The  people  were  in 
sanely  proud  of  the  temple  and  the  image  within 
Of  course  they  resented  the  introduction  of  the 
gospel. 

Again  the  makers  of  images  were  uneasy  about 
their  business,  the  silversmiths.  Business  is  al- 
ways  opposed  to  religion  if  it  is  bad  business  or 
conducted  dishonestly.  Another  adversary  was  the 
false  religions  of  magic  which  had  gotten  a 
strong  hold  on  the  minds  of  the  people.  These 
were  at  last  overcome  and  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  dollars  worth  of  their  books  were  used  to 
make  a  bonfire.  Heathenism,  business,  magic  and 
just  common  sin  met  Paul  at  the  gates  of  Ephe¬ 
sus.  There  were  wild  beasts  aplenty. 

But  everywhere  the  gospel  went  or  goes  to¬ 
day  something  of  the  same  conditions  are  found. 
If  it  were  not  the  “power  of  God,”  it  would  be  a 
hopeless  task.  Because  it  is  the  power  of  God, 
victory  is  assused.

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A  SIGNIFICANT  MEETING 
N.  S.  Jackson 

The  Anti-Saloon  League  met  in  St.  Petersburg, 
Florida,  last  week  in  the  most  largely  attended 
convention  since  repeal.  Bishop  Ralph  S.  Cush¬ 
man,  of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  president  of  the 
Anti-Saloon  League,  gave  the  opening  keynote 
address  Sunday  afternoon  in  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  where  all  convention  sessions  were  held. 
Bishop  Cushman  said  in  part,  “Who  best  can 
lead?  Canvass  of  leaders  reveals  no  other  or¬ 
ganization  can  take  the  place  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League.”  He  said,  “We  are  in  the  greatest  moral 
breakdown  since  repeal.”  He  quoted  a  Jackson¬ 
ville,  Florida,  district  attorney  as  saying  that 
eight  of  ten  murders  in  the  district  were  the  re¬ 
sult  of  liquor.  He  suggested  a  five  year  program, 
reaching  every  state  in  the  Union,  and  that  $1,- 
500,000  be  fixed  as  the  sum  required  to  finance 
the  program.  In  later  sessions  of  the  convention, 
and  in  committee  meetings,  tentative  plans  were 
formed  to  launch  the  enlarged  program. 

Reports  from  the  various  states  revealed  that 
many  states  are  initiating  movements  to  repeal 
the  existing  liquor  laws,  and  return  to  state-wide 
prohibition.  It  was  also  shown  that  dry  forces  had 
won  75%  of  local  option  elections,  and  that  the 
percentage  of  dry  victories  is  increasing.  No 
promise  made  by  liquor  forces  and  advocates  has 
been  kept,  and  everywhere  the  people  are  begin¬ 
ning  to  realize  that  something  must  be  done.  The 
most  inexcusable  deception  devised  by  a  satanic 
mind  was  the  plea  of  liquor  forces  to  legalize 
liquor  and  thus  obtain  funds  for  old  age  pensions. 
Hope  wras  raised  in  the  hearts  of  thousands  of  the 
old  and  infirm  that  possibly  they  might  have  se¬ 
curity  in  old  age;  but  it  was  a  vain  hope.  The  old 
folks  are  being  bitterly  disillusioned.  Liquor  rev¬ 
enue  is  not  producing  funds  for  old  age  pensions. 
It  was  shown  that  in  Texas  only  twenty  percent 
of  the  meager  old  age  pensions  being  paid  was  de¬ 
rived  from  liquor  revenue.  Other  states  reported 
like  conditions  relative  to  old  age  pensions. 

Appearing  on  the  convention  program  were 
Bishop  W.  N.  Ainsworth,  Dr.  Edward  B.  Dunford 
of  Washington,  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Crabbe,  Baltimore, 
Dr.  F.  Scott  McBride,  Philadelphia,  Hon.  H.  F. 
Trotter,  Chattanooga,  Dr.  Geo.  B.  Safford,  Provi¬ 
dence,  R.  I.,  Sam  Morris,  “the  Sam  Jones  of  the 
temperance  cause  today,”  and  others,  including 
the  writer. 

The  convention  closed  Tuesday  night.  No  ses¬ 
sion  was  marked  by  high  enthusiasm,  but  there 
was  a  distinct  undercurrent  of  quiet  determina¬ 
tion  manifest  in  every  session.  Bishop  Cushman 
will  be  an  able,  consecrated  leader  of  dry  forces. 
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Sponsored  by  the  Brotherhood  of  West  Laurel 

Church  there  was  a  Temperance  Rally  of  West 
Laurel  people  held  Sunday  afternoon,  February  25 
with  more  than  130  citizens  present.  Addresses 
were  made  by  Prof.  R.  H.  Watkins,  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Laurel  city  schools,  and  by  Dr.  L.  G. 
Gates.  Mr.  Fred  Scholfield  gave  a  special  song. 
Resolutions  were  passed  condeming  the  bever¬ 
age  use  of  alcohol,  and  the  liquor  traffic,  also 
commending  Governor  Johnson  on  the  stand  he 
has  taken,  and  sheriff  Reddock  of  Jones  County 
for  his  enforcement  of  the  law.  The  sheriff  was 
present  and  spoke  of  the  difficult  work  in  en¬ 
forcing  the  law. 


OTHER  CHRISTIAN  WORKERS 
I.  E.  Reynolds 

At  this  time  churches  are  calling  for  Religious 
Education  and  Music  Directors,  and  other  full 
time  Christian  workers  as  well,  as  never  before. 
Too,  there  are  many  of  these  workers  who  are 
being  dismissed  by  the  churches  for  one  reason 
or  another.  One  is  made  to  wonder  why.  The 
writer  presumes  to  suggest  a  possible  answer 
to  the  inquiry.  Could  it  be  because  so  many  Chris¬ 
tian  workers  have  not  learned  to  labor  together? 
Is  there  a  lack  of  a  proper  standard  of  ethics 
toward  each  other  religiously,  socially  or  finan¬ 
cially  ?  In  the  business  world  a  person’s  tenure 
of  office  depends  upon  his  efficiency  in  the  posi¬ 
tion  in  which  he  serves,  usually.  In  politics  and 
religion,  however,  it  is  apt  to  depend  upon  the 
personal  likes  or  dislikes  of  those  with  whom  he 
works  or  by  whom  he  is  employed. 

Does  the  method  by  which  these  workers  are 
employed  enter  into  the  picture?  Instead  of  a 
method  whereby  the  pastor,  the  deacons,  or  a 
committee  has  the  sole  authority  to  employ,  di¬ 
rect  and  dismiss  its  paid  workers,  the  church 
should  call,  direct  and  dismiss,  upon  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  pastor,  deacons,  or  a  committee, 
these  workers.  Is  not  the  latter  the  Christian 
method  ? 

Reasons  for  the  dismissal  of  paid  workers  might 
include  lack  of  consecration,  lack  of  a  good  dis¬ 
position,  jealousy,  prejudice,  popularity,  finan¬ 
ces,  laziness,  lack  of  preparation,  lack  of  organ¬ 
izing  ability,  lack  of  honesty  in  business,  lack  of 
leadership  ability,  or  lack  of  initiative.  Or,  per¬ 
haps  dissatisfaction  might  arise  because  of  in¬ 
definiteness  as  to  the  work  for  which  the  paid 
worker  is  to  be  held  responsible.  Many  church 
workers,  when  entering  a  new  field,  are  given 
such  vague  instructions  as  the  following:  to  do 
anything  which  the  pastor  and  the  church  wants 
done;  to  work  with  the  Sunday  school,  the  B. 
T.  U.  and  choir,  help  with  the  finances  and  church 
visiting;  to  be  the  pastor’s  assistant  and  fulfill 
other  duties  as  he  requires;  to  be  church  secre¬ 
tary  and  do  such  other  work  as  can  be  found  to 
do.  Both  the  worker  and  the  church  can  be  more 
easily  satisfied  if  a  definitely  outlined  duty  is 
assigned,  such  as:  director  of  all  religious  educa¬ 
tion  activities;  director  of  the  choir;  director  of 
church  music;  director  of  religious  education  and 
music;  director  of  the  Training  Union  and  music; 
director  of  the  Sunday  school  and  music;  church 
office  secretary  and  organist;  pastor’s  secretary 
and  choir  director;  choir  director  and  financial 
secretary. 

Does  the  attitude  toward  other  Christian  work¬ 
ers  have  anything  to  do  with  failure  to  make 
good  ?  Does  God  call  others  for  Christian  service 
besides  licensed  or  ordained  preachers?  Do  the 
scriptures  teach  discrimination  between  Chris¬ 
tian  workers  relative  to  call,  finances,  hours,  at¬ 
titude,  etc? 

Why  not — 

Think' of  all  Christian  workers  as  having  been 
called  of  God  for  a  special  service,  in  different 
capacities  and  phases  of  the  work  .  .  .  preach¬ 
ers,  teachers,  musicians,  secretaries,  editors,  etc? 

Have  all  church  employees  called  to  their  posi¬ 
tions  in  the  church  by  the  same  methods  and 
dismissed  in  the  same  way  ? 

Have  all  employees  of  the  church  alike  respon¬ 
sible  to  the  church,  or  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  church  ? 

Have  each  employee  held  responsible  only  for 
the  definite  job  which  he  is  called  to  do? 

All  Christian  workers  think  of  each  other  as 
God-called  co-workers  in  Christ's  service? 

Churches  see  that  there  is  no  discrimination 
shown  in  the  treatment  of  various  workers  ? 

Pastors,  evangelists  and  preachers  learn  to 
share  responsibility,  popularity  and  finances 
with  other  Christian  workers? 
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Luther  J.  Holcomb,  Nashville,  Tcnn.,  has  just 

finished  an  eight  day  series  of  services  with  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Denton,  Texas.

THE  DEATH  OF  CONVICTION 
By  W.  C.  Taylor,  Richmond,  Va. 

L*t  voices  from  over  the  seas  be  the  witnesses. 

The  tremendous  neo-catholic  current  of  thought 
in  our  day  flows  through,  transcends  and  survives 
a  variety  of  short-lived  or  persistent  “move¬ 
ments”  of  its  propaganda.  Its  influence  is  having 
fatal  consequences  all  over  the  areas  of  Christen¬ 
dom  in  which  it  predominates. 

That  grave  fatality  in  our  Holy  War  is  the 
death  of  conviction.  When  conviction  dies  in  men’s 
consciences  and  hearts,  what  stability  is  left*to 
religion?  If  truth  does  not  matter,  religion  is 
doomed,  so  far  as  any  vital  and  biblical  Chris¬ 
tianity  is  concerned. 

If  this  neo-catholic  unionism  were  good  for 
Christianity,  then  we  should  be  seeing  the  King- 


"The  need  of  new  schools  is  desperate.  Last 
year  Baptists  lost  16,000  scholars,  Congregation- 
alists  23,000,  Methodists  66,000,  the  Church  of 
England  82,000.  At  this  rate  there  will  not  be  a 
Sunday  school  scholar  left  in  twenty-five  years.

4.  At  the  Long  Run  Association  in  Louisville 
this  fall,  Dr.  P.  E.  Burroughs  was  quoted  as 
saying  that  in  a  recent  period  of  time  the  evange¬ 
lical  denominations  of  the  North,  in  our  own  coun¬ 
try,  had  had  a  decrease  of  300,000  Sunday  school 
students  while  Southern  Baptists  had  increased 
their  enrollment  1,500,000.  Can  there  be  any  doubt 
that  one  of  the  reasons  for  this  is  the  death  of 
conviction  where  the  union  sentiment  prevails  in 
the  North,  whereas  the  Baptists  of  the  South  are 
still  committed  to  a  definite  doctrinal  witness  ? 
It  seems  to  me  that  is  a  major  element  in  the 
situation.

number  of  common,  practical  difficulties  in  this 
effort  were  given  consideration  that  made  the 
hour  a  very  profitable  one. 

“Mobilized  for  Evangelism”  was  discussed  by 
brother  J.  N.  Barnette  of  the  Extension  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Sunday  School  Board.  An  outline 
was  given  of  the  existing  conditions  in  the  state 
as  compared  with  some  of  the  other  states  which 
revealed  a  great  need  of  mobilizing  the  forces. 
An  earnest  plea  was  made  that  an  organization 
be  set  up  in  each  association  for  reaching  the 
lost. 

Wednesday  Night  Session 

In  this  session  Dr.  Frank  Leavell  continued 
the  message  began  in  the  morning  session  on  per¬ 
sonal  soul  winning.  Quoting  Dr.  E.  Y.  Mullins 
Dr.  Leavell  said  the  leading  of  one  to  Christ  is 
the  most  important  thing  one  can  ever  do.

Then  a  call  to  prayer 
was  extended  to  which  a  large  number  came  in 
prostration  and  remained  to  a  late  hour.  It  was 
indeed  a  great  hour  from  which  it  is  expected 
large  results  will  come. 

Thursday  Morning  Service 

The  opening  hour  of  this  the  last  day  of  the 
conference  witnessed  a  goodly  number  who  seem 
to  have  large  capacity  to  receive.  During  the 
previous  days  and  nights  from  those  who  spoke 
have  come  floods  of  truths  and  one  speaker 
marvelled  at  the  capacity  those  attending  the 
conference  seem  to  possess.  The  number  remain¬ 
ing  this  morning  seem  to  listen  as  eagerly  as  in 
the  beginning.  The  good  things  continued  to 
come. 

Brother  J.  B.  Middleton  of  Sardis  is  the  speak¬ 
er  following  a  lifting  song  and  prayer  period. 
Brother  Middleton  speaks  on  “Being  a  Good 
Soldier  of  Christ.”  Text,  “Put  On  the  Whole 
Armor  of  God.”  Satan  is  pointed  out  as  the 
Christian’s  foe  possessing  great  power.

According  to  the  Missionary  Review  of  tk 
World,  the  national  income  in  1937  was  $40,000,- 
00,000.  The  amount  spent  for  alcoholic  drink 
was  $4,000,000,000,  or  10  per  cent;  for  tobacct 
was  $3,500,000,000  or  8  per  cent;  for  educatiot 
$2,175,000,000  or  5  per  cent;  and  for  religion 
was  only  $793,000,000  or  2  per  cent.  American; 
spent  more  than  5  times  as  much  for  liquor  and 
more  than  4  times  as  much  for  tobacco  as  for 
all  religious  purposes. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Baptist  Bible  Institute  recently  held 
in  New  Orleans,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
study  plans  for  securing  endowment  funds  for 
the  Institute.  It  is  a  miracle  of  grace  that  the 
Institute  has  carried  on  its  work  without  endow¬ 
ment  for  twenty-two  years.  No  indebtedness  b 
incurred  for  operating  expenses.  There  is  a  debt 
on  the  buildings  which  have  been  purchased  for 
the  school,  which  is  being  gradually  but  surely 
reduced  by  the  receipts  from  the  Hundred  Thou¬ 
sand  Club.  The  operating  expenses  are  met  by  the 
receipts  from  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  i 
small  amount  from  students’  fees.  To  some  this 
would  seem  inadequate  support.  Now  to  insure 
stability  and  make  enlargement  possible  it  is  de¬ 
sirable  that  a  permanent  endowment  be  secured. 
At  present  the  only  invested  funds  are  to  pro- 
\ide  two  lectureships  for  a  few  days  each  year 
and  to  assist  a  limited  number  of  students  who 
are  preparing  to  be  missionaries.  Here  is  a  grei!

large  or  small,  depending  upon  the  length  of  time  he  has 
been  an  active  member,  and  upon  other  circumstances. 

Now,  let  us  suppose  that  this  portion  of  the  annuity, 
purchased  by  the  member’s  own  funds,  will  amount  to  an 
income  of  $10  per  month  for  life.  And  let  us  suppose  fur¬ 
ther  that  the  member,  according  to  his  years  of  service  and 
average  salary,  is  entitled  to  an  income  of  $10  per  month 
for  life.  In  such  a  case  the  $10  per  month  would  be  paid 
out  of  the  Member’s  Reserve  Fund,  and  the  additional  $30 
per  month,  necessary  to  make  his  annuity  complete,  would 
be  paid  out  of  the  State  Convention  Reserve  Fund. 

Practically  all  other  retirement  cases,  regardless  of 
the  amounts  involved,  would  be  handled  in  a  similar  man¬ 
ner. 

It  is  difficult  to  say,  in  advance,  just  what  portion  of 
an  annuity  a  member’s  own  funds  will  purchase.  However, 
if  a  minister  joins  the  Plan  at  age  25.  and  retires  at  65,  his 
own  funds,  including  interest  additions,  will  pay  for  about 
half  the  cost  of  his  life  annuity.  This  means  that  if  a  min¬ 
ister  pays  dues  for  40  years,  and  then  retires,  one  half  of 
his  life  annuity  will  be  paid  out  of  the  Member’s  Reserve 
Fund,  and  the  other  half  out  of  the  State  Convention  Re¬ 
serve  Fund. 

In  case  a  member  transfers  from  one  state  to  another, 
he  will,  upon  retirement,  receive  only  one  check  per  month; 
but  each  State  Convention  Reserve  Fund  involved  would 
be  charged  with  its  share  of  the  total  cost  of  his  life  annuity. 

The  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  has  been  pronounced 
sound  by  outstanding  Actuaries,  and  will  work  well  when 
properly  supported.  It  is  the  one  hope  to  solve  the  problem 
of  dependency  of  disabled  and  aged  ministers  among 
Southern  Baptists.  May  the  Lord  lead  every  pastor  and 
every  church  to  participate  in  this  great  Plan.

BUILDING  UP  THE  FUNDS 

A  study  of  the  diagram  above  will  reveal  how  the  Min¬ 
isters  Retirement  Plan  works. 

Note  that  the  church  does  not  pay  for  its  own  pastor, 
nor  for  any  other  pastor  in  particular.  Contributions  made 
by  the  churches  go  into  a  group  fund,  which  will  be  used 
for  all  pastors  who  retire  under  the  Plan. 

Contributions  made  by  the  Convention  go  into  this 
group  fund  also,  forming  a  state  pool.  This  pool  is  known  as 
the  STATE  CONVENTION  RESERVE  FUND.  This  State 
Convention  Reserve  Fund  belongs  to  the  state  that  made 
the  contributions,  and  cannot  be  used  for  any  other  state. 

Contributions  made  by  the  minister  are  credited  to  him 
personally,  and  create  the  MEMBER’S  RESERVE  FUND. 
Such  contributions  belong  to  the  minister  who  made  them, 
and  cannot  be  used  for  any  other  minister.  Whether  the 
minister  retires  or  not,  all  of  his  funds  will  eventually  be 
returned  to  him,  his  loved  ones,  or  to  his  estate.  In  other 
words,  he  will  eventually  get  back  every  penny  he  puts  into 
the  Plan,  including  interest  additions. 

Once  a  year  interest  additions  are  credited  to  the  State 
Convention  Reserve  Fund  and  to  the  Member’s  Reserve 
Fund. 


PAYING  OUT  ANNUITIES 


In  addition  to  the  assurance  that  all  of  his  own  money 
will  finally  be  returned  to  him,  as  explained  above,  there 
are  two  ways  in  which  a  minister  may  receive  benefits 
from  the  State  Convention  Reserve  Fund;  (1)  when  he  re¬ 
tires  on  account  of  total  and  permanent  disability,  and  (2) 
when  he  retires  on  account  of  age  (at  65  or  thereafter). 

Upon  retirement,  either  on  account  of  disability  or  age, 
a  minister's  own  funds  are  used  to  purchase  a  portion  of  the 
life  annuity  for  him.

GLEAMS  OF  GLORY  FROM 
GETHSEMANE 
Matthew  26:36-46 

Introduction.  While  the  little  com¬ 
pany  lingered  in  the  upper  room, 
dusk  deepened  into  night.  While  the 
sons  of  the  city  sink  into  sleep,  the 
Teacher  leads  His  students  along  the 
silent  streets,  down  the  steep  slope 
of  Moriah,  across  the  brook  Kedron, 
to  the  familiar  place  of  resort  on  the 
slope  of  the  Mount  of  Olives.  As 
they  proceed  in  silence,  a  line  of  an¬ 
cient  prophecy  falls  and  lies  heavy 
upon  His  heart,  a  line  from  Zechar- 
iah  (Zech.  13:7),  “Awake,  O  Sword, 
against  my  shepherd,  and  the  man 
of  my  fellowship,  it  is  the  oracle  of 
Jehovah  of  hosts:  smite  the  shepherd 
that  the  sheep  may  be  scattered; 
and  I  will  turn  my  hand  against 
the  little  ones.”  It  is  the  last  part  of 
the  prophecy  which  troubles  Him, 
“The  sheep  shall  be  scattered.”  Ah, 
dreadful  thought!  For  the  smiting  of 
the  shepherd  he  is  well  prepared;  it 
is  the  scattering  of  the  sheep  which 
makes  His  heart  sore  and  forces  up¬ 
on  the  silence  the  burden  of  these 
sorrowful  words:  “All  ye  will  be 
made  to  stumble  because  of  me  this 
night”  (Matt.  26:31).  O  infinite 
depths  of  this  pathos  of  the  divine, 
“Because  of  Me”:  how  it  pained  Him 
to  think  that  what  must  come  to 
Him  should  be  so  terrible  to  them. 
This  night!  This  night!!  In  such  a 
night  as  this!  He  who  at  any  season 
walketh  in  the  night,  hath  need  to 
be  wary,  but  of  all  nights  that  have 
lain  heavy  on  this  earth,  this  night 
is  the  dreariest.

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Spring  Training 

Two  months  of  the  year— April 
,nd  October— are  set  apart  each 
year  as  special  months  of  training 
for  Sunday  school  people.  This  does 
jot  mean,  of  course,  that  there  can¬ 
not  be,  or  should  not  be,  any  train¬ 
ing  classes  only  in  these  two  months. 

However,  it  does  mean  that  by 
having  special  months  for  a  some¬ 
what  unified  emphasis  on  this  im- 
portant  phase  of  it,  that  many 
schools  will  cooperate  in  a  training 
program  that  would  not  otherwise 
jo  so. 

In  April,  1940,  the  special  em¬ 
phasis  is  on  the  study  of  the  diplo¬ 
ma  books  and  the  books  on  Doc¬ 
trines,  Stewardship,  and  Missions. 
How  fine  it  will  be,  and  how  far 
reaching,  for  thousands  of  our  Sun¬ 
day  school  officers,  teachers,  and 
pupils  in  the  Young  People’s  and 
Adult  classes  to  gather  in  these 
study  course  classes  during  this 
Spring  season  for  a  study  together 
of  these  vital  and  fundamental 
kopics  of  the  Christian  faith.

In  line  with  the  above  plan  for 
the  training  classes  this  April,  or 
whatever  time  you  have  them,  the 
Sunday  School  Board  is  giving  a 
free  copy  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Frost's  great 
book,  The  Moral  Dignity  of  Bap- 
itism,  to  any  pastor  who  will  agree 
jto  teach  it  or  have  it  taught  in  his 
Ichurch.

20  Conferences 

Last  year  the  workers  in  the 
Sunday  school  department  gave  the 
full  month  of  April  to  making  20 
district  conferences  covering  the  en¬ 
tire  state  in  the  interest  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  school  and  Vacation  Bible 
school  ^program. 

We  reached  1300  people  and  452 
churches  in  those  conferences.

Many  were  the  direct  re¬ 
sults  that  came  all  through  the 
year  from  those  meetings. 

The  results  were  so  encouraging 
then  that  we  plan  to  repeat  it  this 
year.

Friday,  April  26. 

The  program  will  be  out  in  a  few 
d*ys  now  and  will  be  mailed  to  ev- 
*ry  pastor  and  superintendent  in 
the  state.  We  want  to  major  on 
getting  our  officers  and  teachers 
to  attend.  They  are  the  ones  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  work  more  than  any 
others,  and  they  well  realize  this, 
too.

This  is  an  invitation  with  a  great 
promise.  The  invitation  is  to  join 
God  s  specially  chosen  people  in  their 
journey  to  the  Promised  Land,  and 
to  enjoy  every  blessing  with  them 
that  shall  come  from  God.  The  trav¬ 
eling  will  involve  many  hardships 
and  demand  faith  and  fortitude,  but 
it  is  to  be  a  great  quest  with  ^glori¬ 
ous  reward,  — the  Promised  Land 
with  God’s  blessings  (Gen.  32:12). 

This  was  Hobab’s  opportunity  to 
enter  into  an  undertaking  which  God 
had  ordered.  It  was  a  movement  that 
was  destined  ever  to  lume  larger 
and  larger  in  its  significance.  It  was 
the  essential  movement  for  Israel  if 
the  Hebrews  national  life  was  to  be 
realized.  It  was  one  of  the  many 
steps  by  which  God  must  lead  His 
chosen  people  towards  the  fulfilment 
of  His  redemptive  plan  for  all  peo¬ 
ples  everywhere.  What  an  important 
role  Hobab  might  have  played  in  re¬ 
demptive  history  if  he  had  only  ac¬ 
cepted  the  invitation  of  Moses — that 
great  man  of  God. 

The  stimulus  and  inspiration  of 
Moses,  whose  intimate  fellowship  he 
could  have  enjoyed,  would  have 
brought  out  the  greatest  and  best 
latent  powers  within  Hobab’s  mind 
and  heart.

In  his  flat  refusal  to  accept  Mos¬ 
es’  invitation  and  promised  bless¬ 
ings  Hobab  revealed  himself  quite 
fully.  He  revealed  his  lack  of  appre¬ 
ciation  for  God.  He  revealed  his  in¬ 
difference  to  God’s  program  and 
promises.  He  revealed  his  predomin¬ 
ant  attachments  to  home  and  kin¬ 
dred.  Basically,  underneath  all  these, 
Hobab  revealed  his  selfishness,  his 
self-centered  desires.  How  all  of  us 
need  to  examine  ourselves  on  these 
joints!  These  elements  will  render 
anyone  unable  to  make  the  wise  and 
great  decisions  and  choices  of  life. 

Following  this  introduction  the 
outline  below  easily  follows:
